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University daycare 

Carleton in trouble • • • • 



OTTAWA (CUP) - Daycare at 
Carleton University my be 
subjected to serious govern- 
ment cutbacks. 

The Ottawa Social Services 
department (SSD) is proposing 
changes to the subsidy policy 
for daycare centers which 
could cripple already tight 
budgets. 

According to Margot Hen- 
derson, supervisor of the 
Colonel By Daycare Center at 
Carleton University, ther is a 
growing demand for daycare 
services. Without increased 
funding, the Carleton center 
will be unable to meet this 
demand. 

"The waiting lists at daycare 
centers are outrageous. This 
center accommodates 52 
children. Currently, there Is a 
four month waiting list,” 
Henderson said. 

The SSD subsidizes spaces 
in daycare centers In the Ot- 
tawa-Carleton region. Parents 
who have combined incomes of 
15,000 dollars or less qualify for 
subsidization, and assitance is 



currently allocated on a first 
come, first served basis. 

The SSD wants to change 
allocation procedures. 

It recommends redistributing 
subsidization from central 
areas to outlying areas in Ot- 
tawa. In order to do this the 
SSD would stop funding a 
guaranteed number of places In 
any one area. 

The SSD also recommends 
creating a priority list for 
allocation of subsidized 
spaces. According the 
proposed list, parents who 
study full time are less likely to 
receive subsidization. 

First priority would be given 
to single parent families and 
those with demonstrated 
special needs. Families where 
both parents work would next 
be considered. Only after this 
are families where one parent is 
studying full time considered. 
Last in priority are families not 
inicuded in any of the above 
categories. 

The SSD wants to impose a 
policy of only subsidizing 



centers maintained in ac- 
cordance with a new set of 
standards. Theses standards, 
which have not yet been 
defined by the SSD, would 
supplement already existing 
guidelines for daycare 
management. 

Daycare administrators and. 
student groups at Carleton are 
protesting the recom- 
mendations. Alan Taylor, a 
member of Carleton's Graduate 
Student Society, said that 
students should not have to 
forfeit their education and their 
potential to find jobs because 
they cannot afford daycare. 

The recommendation are up 
for review pending the outcome 
of negotiations between the 
SSD and the Ontario govern- 
ment. If the province grants 
more funds to the SSD, the 
recommendations may be 
abandoned. However, ac- 
cording to social services 
commission Arthur Pope, the 
prospect of the SSD receiving 
more money looks bleak.

The women's movement in 
India is "virtually a life and 
death movement, that is why 
the women’s movement has a 
different care.. .arising out of 
destitution and subhuman 
conditions." 

So said Madhu Kishwar, 
editor of the first feminist 
magazine in India, who spoke 
at McGill last week. Kishwar's 
lecture focussed on the 
historical legacy and 
development of the women's 
movement in India. 

There has been a steady 
deterioration in their status 
since 1901," said Kishwar. 
Although women were granted 
equal status in the 1947 con-

being affected to some degree, 
with most being seriously hurt 
and some on the verge of 
disaster." 

Overcrowding is another 
result of budget restrains 
outlined by the survey. The 
department of mechanical 
engineering Is being forced to 
reduce enrollments from 120 to 
80 next year. The electrical 
engineering department is 
registering 150 students in 
classes and labs designed for 
100 . 

The report says there have 
been eight years of below in- 
flation funding by the provincial 
governments. 

"Universities are a' very 
important part of this society," 
said Stephenson. "But they, 
just as all other sectors of 
society, have been subjected to 
constraints which have been 
Imposed by inflation." 

“We must deal with them, the 
university sector, no less than 
any other." 



stitution, women's rights have 
declined rapidly in the past fifty 
years, Kishwar said. 

The women’s movement in 
general is dominated by 
middle-class urban women, 
Kishwar continued, the class 
which came to dominate the 
political scene under Mahatma 
Gandhi. 

In the lecture, Kishwar 
elaborated on the atrocities 
committed against Indian 
women In the past and present: 
the infamous dowry system, 
the neglect of female babies 
and women in the Indian 
household, and the physical 
abuse of Indian women, which 
eventually resulted in their 
arising to fight for their rights. 

"Women were seen more as 
economic liabilities rather than 
economic assets and therefore 
are more dispensable," she 
said. "Even primary health care 
centers were not available to 
women." 

At the outset of the '70s 
women began to realize that 
"rights turned out to be paper 
wars," and poor women began 
to organize around Issues 
relating to minimum wage, 
arable land, and factory con- 
ditions. 

Another point made by 
Kishwar involved the “success 
stories" of women, who enter 
the professional world and 
make themselves visible in 
politics. She indicated that 
behind the few well published 
success stories is really a 
deterioration of equality for the 
masses of the women. 

The magazine Manushi, of 
which Kishwar is the co- 
founder as well as one of the 
editors, was the result of 
"increasing disillusion and the 
failure of the system. ..to 



provide jobs and reforms (for 
women)" 

The magazine was founded 
in discussion groups at the 
Delhi University early in 1978 as 
an alternative to the main- 
stream media. It is financed 
through subscriptions, 
donations and fund-raising. 
Kishwar made it clear they do 
not accept any institutional 
support and almost no ad- 
vertising because most of it is 
sexist. 

The magazine has been a 
great success since the first 
issue came out in 1979, said 
Kishwar, and althbugh Manushi 
was not taken too seriously at 
first, it was "given such an 
ovation, that then they began to 
notice." 

There was, and is, the ex- 
pected amount of opposition to 
Manushi. The magazine has 



been labeled "sensationalist" 
and are boycotted by many 
bookshops, said Kishwar. 

Distribution of the magazine 
is mainly through discussion 
groups, trade unions and 
village programs as well as 
through personal friends. "The 
real problem," stated Kishwar, 
"is reaching the working class 
under conditions of 
phenomenal illiteracy." 

The objectives of Manushi, to 
educate, to reach women and 
portray them equally and offer 
them an alternative source 
other than the sexist media in 
India is "already happening in a 
small way," said Kishwar, in 
fact they have already done 
more than they had hoped 
since they started. 

Kishwar’s speech was 
sponsored by the Women’s 
Union. 



Michael Sela 

Immunologist coming 
germ of knowledge at

One of the world’s top im- 
munologists, Professor 
Michael Sela, will speak at 
McGill Sunday night on behalf 
of the Weizmann Institute of 
Science, based in Israel. 

Sela, president of the In- 
stitute, currently heads a team 
of specialists that has come up 
with a treatment for multiple 
schlerosis in the form of a 
synthetic drug known as Cop I. 
The Institute is world renowned 
for its research in this area, and 
for cancer research. 



Sela is best known for his 
humanistic approach to 
scientific research. His talk, 
entitled "Survival Is Not 
Enough," will be given in both 
French and English. 

The Montreal Chapter of the 
Weizmann Institute sponsors 
lectures regularly as a part of a 
memorial series that honors its 
chairman, first Israeli president 
Chaim Weizmann, and to 
present the Institute’s scien- 
tific works to the rest of the 
world.

Neuman contends that thâre 
is a great demand for expanded 
services in the McGill com- 
munity. 

"Currently we have capacity 
for 40 children, annd the 
average waiting list has been 
175 children for the past four 
years," Neuman said. 

Neuman also said that the 
MCFC may soon recieve more 
government subsidization. All 
licenced daycare centers 
running under the regulations 
of the Québec department of 
social affairs are eligible for 
subsidies of two dollars per day 
per child. 

The MCFC has complied with 
all the provincial requirements 
and Neuman expects the funds 
soon. 

She said that the MCFC does 
not plan to expand during this 
fiascal year, but added that any 
extra funds would help in the 
event of expansion later.

The current dispute between 
Iran and Iraq Is related to the 
waterway known as Shatt-AI- 
Arab at the end of the Arabian 
Gulf. It is formed of Iraq’s two 
ancient rivers, the Tigris and 
the Euphrates, and as far as its 
Importance to Iraq is con- 
cerned, Shatt-AI-Arab 
represents the country’s only 
access to the sea whereas Iran 
has several outlets. 

In 1913, a treaty was signed 
between the two countries 
under the supervision of Russia 
and England. In 1937, the treaty 
was revised and Iran was given 
full access to the waterway 
maintaining its right to use the 



river, but it also had to respect 
the Iraqi laws regulating traffic 
in the waterway. However, Iran 
never honoured its obligations 
and declined to accept the 
treaty, until the early '70s when 
the late Shah Mohammad Reza 
Pahlavi announced that 
the frontier treaty was no 
longer in effect. This was 
directly followed by Iran at- 
tacking the Iraqi posts along 
the border, and at the same 
time encouraging the Kurds to 
revolt against the government 
in Baghdad. 

In 1975 and with the help of 
Algeria, both sides, for the sake 
of peace and security, con- 
cluded another frontier treaty. 
Iraq did everything in its power 
to implement its terms and to 
carry out its international 
obligations. Iran, on the other 
hand, particularly after the 
departure of the late Shah and 
the coming of the new regime

Consumer law 

Automobile and motorcycle repairs 

A major preoccupation for the automobile or motorcycle 
owner is the frequency and cost of mechanical repairs. 
When you are not very familiar with this area, it is very 
frustrating to find out that a repair job which was expected to 
cost $25 ends up costing three times that price. It is for this 
reason that the Consumer Protection Act protects the 
consumer against the abuses of certain garage owners as 
long as the repair costs are In excess of $50. 

First of all, it is possible to inform yourself of your rights in 
the repairs shop itself since the owner must display in a very 
prominent area a poster describing your rights concerning 
repairs. 

The consumer’s most important right is the mechanic's 
obligation to give a written appraisal which is usually free of 
charge. However, this appraisal Is not required if you ex- 
plicitly say that you do not want it or if the repairs result from 
a warranty where there would be no cost involved anyway. 
The garage owner Is bound by this warranty: he cannot 
charge you more. If there are additional unexpected repairs 
to be done, he must first have your authorization. A consent 
given by telephone may be sufficient. 

What happens if the mechanic has not given you an ap- 
praisal? If you refuse to pay the amount he is demanding 
then he has no right to withhold the automobile. All he can 
do is to Institute a court action and prove the services he has

rendered. You can also do this if he requires you to pay more 
than what was indicated on the appraisal and if you pay the 
estimated amount without paying the excessive costs. 
However, in every other case, the garage owner may 
withhold your automobile if you refuse to pay him. 

If you have already paid for the repairs and it is only af- 
terwards that you notice that the mechanic charged you 
more than was indicated on the appraisal, or if he made non- 
authorized repairs, you have the right to claim the extra 
money back. 

Once the repairs have been completed, the mechanic will 
give you a properly filled bill which should be kept. The days 
when automobile and motorcycle repairs could last for only 
a couple of weeks are now over. Indeed, in addition to the 
warranty Which the mechanic may give you, the law provides 
for a compulsory warranty lasting three months or 5,000 km, 
whichever comes first. If any trouble occurs during that 
period, the garage owner will be obliged to re-do the repairs 
free of charge. If he refuses to do them, you can probably 
solve the matter by sending him a registered letter 
stipulating that yog will sue him if he does not give you 
satisfaction within a reasonable time period. It is also a good 
practice to file a complaint with the Consumer Protection 
Office. If it is impossible to obtain satisfaction even after all 
these attempts, the only remaining recourse is to sue the 
garage owner. You have up to three months from the 
discovery of the defect in order to do this. 

Finally, do not forget to check whether you are still 
covered by the warranty which came with the purchase of 
your car before you make and pay for repairs. In that case, 
repairs will obviously cost you nothing. 

If you are troubled by such problems, feel free to consult 
the Consumer Protection Office or the McGill Campus Legal 
Aid Clinic.

dier of our beloved Women’s 
Union. All the above agreed it 
would not only fulfill a 
necessary need but would be a 
most welcome gesture from a 
fraternity. 

The fact of the matter is that 
the Phi Delts are trying to 
eliminate assaults on campus 
and will attempt to form a 
coalition with the other frats 
with or without the help of the 
Women’s Union. 

To my knowledge, during the 
two week experimental period 
from September 22 to October 2 
there were no attacks or in- 
cidences.

41 years and still going strong

Now in its 41st year, the 
McGill Outing Club (MOC) is 
still going strong. . 

Shawbridge House director 
Francis Jones estimates club 
membership at 400, and ex- 
pects this total to rise as winter 
sports come into season. 
Unfortunately, it is estimated 
that only fifteen to twenty per 
cent of the membership par- 
ticipates actively in the club. 

The Outing Club is one of 
McGill’s sports clubs, and 
receives much of its funding 
from the Athletics Association. 
The bulk of the MOC’s money, 
however, comes from mem- 
bership fees. Additional funds 
come in from equipment ren- 
tals and reciprocal 
arrangements with equipment 
stores. These sources of in- 
come are not as extensive as 
they might seem. For example, 
the club maintains a house in 
Shawbridge, where a season's 
heating bill may amount to as 
much as $1000. Also, the club's 
store of equipment always 
needs to be enlarged. 

This year the club is par- 
ticularly oriented toward 
beginning outdoors-persons, 
offering such traditionally 
popular events as the Rock 
Climbing school along with 
new ideas such as single-day 
trips. These trips are designed 
for those who cannot get away 
for a whole weekend but would 
like to learn more about 
backpacking, wilderness skills 
and ecology. 

The club regularly offers rock 
climbing, hiking, canoeing and 
cycling trips to various areas of 
Québec and northern New 
England. In the winter, there is 
winter-camping, cross-country 
and downhill skiing, and ice- 
climbing. The fees for these 
trips are kept as low as 
possible and are often in- 
directly subsidized by the club 
if fewer than the maximum 
people participate. 

The MOC House at 
Shawbridge in the Laurentians 
is the center of skiing activity. 
The club maintains forty

kilometers of its own cross- 
country skiing trails. This 
means clearing the summer 
growth every fall, an op- 
portunity for exercise in itself. 
Skiing equipment is kept at the 
House and is available for rent. 
This is also where members of 
outing clubs from other 
universities gather for a week in 
the winter. 

Maintenance of the House 
and organization of trips are 
handled by an executive of 
twelve. Six of these are 
volunteers who handle 
organization of individual trips 
while the other six hold office 
for a year's time. The latter are 
the president of the club, the 
secretary, the treasurer, the 
equipment.manager, the House 
director and the assistant 
House-director. These officials 
are nominated at open 
meetings in the spring. 

The club offers more than 
organized trips. Equipment — 
anything from sleeping bags to 
ice-axes — may be rented by 
members for their own trips, 
and the House is also available 
between trips to any member 
who wishes to take advantage 
of it. Membership costs five 
dollars and presentation of the 
membership card ensures 
discounts at several moun- 
taineering equipment stores in 
the city. 

A projected addition to the 
club's program is a set of 
courses in outdoor first aid. 
Also in the works is a per- 
manent "outing" library to 
include books on outdoor 
sports and more specialized 
works such as guidebooks or 
maps. The financing will come 
from the club's memorial fund 
for a member who died recently 
on a climb of his own. 

The club does not participate 
in competitions, though in- 
formation on ski marathons is 
available. Besides trips, the 
club offers workshops on ski 
equipment, numerous slide 
shows, and several square 
dances during the course of the 
year. 

In the near future, there will 
be climbing, hiking, canoeing 
and cycling trips. 

The Outing Club office is 
room 407 of the Student Union 
Building, and is open from 
eleven to two every day.

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Rock climbing weekend rapelled

Once a year the McGill 
Outing Club (MOC) organizes a 
climbing school for members 
interested in learning the art of 
mountaineering. This year the 
club took 40 potential climbers 
and their 33 Instructors to the 
club’s house in Shawbridge for 
the better than reasonable cost 
of $12/person, including room, 
board and two days of in- 
struction. 

Friday night: Via carpools 
and train, nearly everyone 
arrived in time to see an in- 
spirational, semi-instructlonal 
slide show put together by 
veteran climber Sol Greenberg. 
Aftenvards, students met with 
their Instructors to learn some 
important features of climbing: 
how to tie knots, how to handle 
the rope and how not to treat it. 
Experienced climbers are a bit 
touchy about their ropes, which 
range in price from $80-S150 
apiece. It's tradition in the MOC 
that if you step on someone’s 
rope, you owe them a beer. This 
may just be a good excuse for 
everyone to head down to the 
local dive known as the Moc- 
casin. 

Saturday morning: With a lot 
of good-natured grumbling, 70 
people are fed breakfast and 



are on their way by 7 am. It was 
a brisk 1°C as the groups 
separated to climb three dif- 
ferent mountains in the Val- 
David area. 

The elements of basic 
climbing are simple: two people 
at either end of a long rope; one 
is climbing and the other is 
belaying. The belayer has, 
safety-wise, the most important 
function. He sits on the edge of 
the cliff attached to the rope, 
which is secured to a tree or 
boulder, and controls the rope 
giving slack or tension to the 
climber below. Should a 
climber slip, the belayer Is 
responsible for keeping him 
from falling more than a couple 
of feet. It is essential for good, 
safe climbing that the climber 
be able to trust both the 
equipment and the belayer. 

The climber, rope securely 
fastened around his waist, has 
only to remember a few rules. 

1. There are four points of 
contact with the rock; usually 
it's the hands and feet. 
Sometimes a climber is lucky if 
he can use a big toe and some 
fingernails. 

2. Keep the trunk of the body 
away from the rock. 

3. (Often abused by virgin 
climbers) Don't use your knees. 
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4. There's always a way up. 

Before beginning a climb, 
there Is a sequence of calls that 
must be made so that both 
belayer and climber know 
what’s going on. 

Climber: “Ready to climb." 
Belayer: “On belay.” 

Climber: “Climbing." 

Belayer: “Climb on." 

The most amazing thing to 
the novice climber is 
discovering that the slightest 
protrusion or crack Is enough to 
balance one's weight upon. 
Making it to the top the first 
time is, if you'll excuse the pun, 
an incredible high. The answer 
to the unanswerable question 
of why people climb mountains 
becomes Intuitive. 

Once on top, the beginner 
can walk back down a path. Or 
he can rapel. Repelling entails 
wearing a harness connected 
to the rope that allows the 
climber to lean backwards 
(horizontal to the cliff) and 
“walk" down. Rapelling is like a 
carnival ride: everyone wants to 
do it again. It Is also one of the 
more dangerous aspects of 
climbing since climbers are 
often a bit careless coming 
down after a long, difficult 
climb up. 

Saturday night: Back at the 
'homestead, weary climbers are 
treated to homemade lasagna 
and another slide show with 
breathtaking shots of the 
famous El Capitan peak in 
Yosemite National Park. Some 
people play cards and talk 
while others attempt to study in 
the corners; and, of course, the 
hardier members withdraw to 
the Moccasin for a few rounds. 

Sunday: It proved to be a 
beautiful day as students tried 
more difficult climbs and im- 
proved their style. Most groups 
broke up early and headed back 
'to Montreal for hot baths and a 
well-deserved rest. .

the performance of everyone so 
far.

The McGill rugby football 
team hosted the second annual 
Thanksgiving Seven-a-SIde 
Tournament on Forbes Field 
Sunday.

With the home advantage 
reversed, the McGill side took 
charge. Norman Werely found a 
gap in the opposition line and 
raced the distance for the try. 
Not finished yet, McGill scrum 
half Bill Miller applied the 
“coup de grace" by weaving his 
way through a confused op- 
position. The final score was 
McGill 8, Cornell 0. 

The third match of the af- 



ternoon pitted McGill against 
crosstown rivals Concordia 
University. Wereley, playing his 
best rugby of the season, 
scored the opening try which 
was converted by Bill Miller. 
The second McGill try came 
moments later when Tom 
McMurtry broke through the 
opposition line for the score. 
Concordia managed a pair of 
tries when the McGill side 
allowed its guard to drop. 
However, the final score 
remained McGill 10, Concordia 
8 . • 

MacDonald College had a bit 
of luck with the draw, gaining a 
bye in the third round. Also on 
Mac's side was experience. 
MacDonald College had 
already proved during the

things that were missing last 
year: improving veterans, 

recruiting new players and 
getting monetary support and 
publicity for the team. 

First of all, members of last 
year's team were encouraged 
to follow a training program, 
devised by coach Tyler, over 
the summer. Most of the 12 
returning McGill veterans made 
use of this program and marked 
improvement can be seen in the 
play of goalie Francois Grenier, 
forward Bruce Randall, and 
especially defenceman Rich 
Klla and goalie Larry Rush. 

Secondly, new players were 
scouted in Quebec, other parts 
of Canada and parts of the U.S. 
"We were looking for anyone 
who had the marks to get In to 
Mcgill as well as someone who 
could play hockey," said Tyler. 

All recruits were approached 
by either Tyler or Mike Farmer, 
who is in charge of recruiting 
for the hockey team.
